CoLiTMBtJs, 0 , June 23.—The demo 
cratic convention 
does cot convene 
until tomorrow, but the delegates are 
all here today for the district meeting 
at 4 p. m., when the delegates to Chica- 
go from some districts, as well as them- 
bers of the usual committees will be 
chosen. 
The silver men have over 600 
of the 700 delegates, and the gold men 
are making no contest. 
Even ez-Gov- 
ernor Campbell, who arrived yesterday, 
announced today that he would not 
stand for delegate-at-large or for his 
endorsement for president. 
As Camp- 
bell has been the democratic standard 
bearer as candidate for governor three 
times against Foraker, McKinley and 
Bushnell, and the conservative ele- 
ment thought the convention would 
concede to him anything he wanted, 
his friends have been pressing his 
claims. 
Silver leaders, however, have 
given notice that they want none but 
pronounced free comage men on the 
delegation to Chicago and, even with 
the unit rule tbey do not'want any 
conservativas, they will cxercise their 
power in this manner today in organ- 
izing the committees of the conven- 
tion and tomorrow in running the 
convention. 
The committees meet 
tonight. There is only one contest and 
that is from Staik county. 
There will 
be no protracted fight on the resolu- 
tions. 
The committae on resolutions 
expected to stand eighteen to three for 
free silver. 
While John E. McLean 
and John W. Bookwalter are both 
slated for delegates at large, their 
friends are contending for instructions 
for president. 
Both of these men aro 
being pressed 
for 
places on the 
national ticket, and this contest is ex- 
pected to result in no instructions 
being given except that the Ohio dele- 
gation vote as a unit. The gold dele- 
gates from Cleveland are preparing to 
fij^t the instructions for the unit rule. 
The currency issue has brought to the 
city many old line democrats who have 
not attended their party conventions 
in r ^ e n t years and many prominent 
democrats whose faces are familiar are 
not here. 


TEXAS 
DEMCCBA.TS. 


AtrsTiN, Texas, June 23 —Both wings 
of the.Tex^a democrats met in seperate 
Ecssion here today at noon, but outside 
of perfecting temporary organization 
and the appointment of tne various 
committees nothing WM done. 
Ad- 
journment was had until this afternoon. 
Last night both factions held caucuses. 
The silver men agreed to send eight 
delegates to Chicago and as there seems 
to be no formidable opposition to the 
caucus action it will probably hold 
good. A draft of the platform was seen 
this morning by an Associated Press 
representative and it declares unequiv- 
ocally for 16 to 1; against tarifí, and is 
at cross purposes with the St. Louis 
platform at almost every turn. The 
gold men in caucus last night agreed 
that it would be best to send a delega- 
tion to Chicago to contest seats and 
they will probably do that. 
Though 
Bland, the great silver advocate, was 
expected here this morning he did not 
arrive, but his friends think that he 
will be here on this afternoon's train. 


WISCONSIN DSMCCRTAS. 


MiLWAtJKSi, Wis., June 23 —Caucus- 
ing by district delegates delayed the 
opening of the democratic state con- 
vention and it was 1:15 p. m. when 
ex-Governor G. W. Peck, chairman of 
the central committee, sounded the 
gavel and called the assemblage to 
order. 
Louis A. Lange, of Fon du lac, 
and J. M. Claney, of Madieon, were 
made secretaries. 
Thos. F. Frawley, 
of Eau Claire, was selected as tempo- 
rary chairman. 
After a brief burst of 
applause had subsided Mr. Frawley 
proceeded to deliver a speech on the 
issues of the day.

Ex-Congressman 
Shively Now 
Has a Clear Field. 


He Is the Choice of tlie Wliite Metal 
Advocates and They Arc as 
Three to One. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 
23—The 
free silver democrats, confident in their 
large majority in tomorrow's conven- 
tion, have hardened in their determina- 
tion to have their own way. The 
influential men in the convention will 
all be uncompromiBing advocates of 
the white met^—R. C. Bell, Senators 
Turpie and Voorhees, Allen W. Clark, 
B. F. Shively and Governor Matthews. 
Air the preliminary work on the plat- 
form has been with a view to phrasing 
a sixteen to one free silver plank that 
will be strong enough to suit the most 
radical 
bimetallist. 
This 
morning 
John G, Shanklin, gubernatorial candi- 
date. withdrew and the field is now 
practically clear for Mr. Shively who 
is devoted 
to 
the 
white 
metal. 
The silver men believe they 
have 
broken down the center of opposition 
by bringing about a change in the time 
of the congressional district meetings. 
They were to have been held tonight, 
but a preliminary meeting has now 
been ordered for 3 o'clock today, at 
which the committee on credentials 
will be selected. In the Indianapolis 
district the gold men at the primaries 
won a substantial victory, but they 
will hardly be able to profit by it if the 
silver men elect, as they propose, a 
committee on credentials adverse to 
sound money interests and disposed to 
seat no gold men in contested delega- 
tions.

Killed 
Injured. 


SAN FBANCI8CO, June 23 —Two bodies 
at the morgue, two moie seen in the 
ruins and thirteen persons injured, one 
of whom is likely to die, and three men 
unaccounted for—that is the list of 
fatalities so far as is known 
that 
resulted from the collapse yesterday 
afternoon, of the three story frame 
lodging house known as the Brighton,! 
situated at 22 Fifth street. 
There are 
more bodies in the ruins, buried under 
great piles of lumber and furniture. 
Some of those whoso names are on the 
list of missing are doubtless dead. The 
bodies recovered are those of Mrs. 
Ernestine Silverstein and Jesse May. 
The following persons are missing and 
are believed to be in the ruins: George 
Connen, 
Stein, Michael Kourke, 


Charles Riordan and John McCarthy.

LONDON, Juce 23.—The Globe, this 
afternoon, commenting upon the arrest

Bammond, Ind., Man Causes the Ar- 
rest ol a Mine Promoter. 


HAMMOND, Ind., June 22—A few 
years ago, Charles Jordan was local 
agent for the Nickel Plate railroad 
company and had saved up^ some 
money. F. H. Tuthill was then cashier 
of the First National bank and one of 
the officers of the bank and one of the 
owners of the Tuthill Spring works. 
Jordan placed in his hand $1.800 to 
invest in the Richmond gold mine of 
New Mexico. 
Time failed to bring to 
Jordan either gold mining stock or 
any profit on his supposed investment. 
Today Mr. Jordan had Mr. Tuthill 
arrested on two charges. 
In the first, 
embezzlement, he was placed under 
$1,000, and in the second, larceny, he 
was placed, under $500 bonds. 
The 
complainii^kllegea that at the time of 
the pretended investment no such mine 
nor any such company as pretended 
was in existence, and that no stock was 
ever issued. 
Tuthill stands well here 
and the case is a complete surprise. 
He is now a resident of Englewood.

SWINDLER'S ARREST. 


Had 
Eluded the Oííicers for 
Three Years 


Ent Was Finally JBrought to Bay ."»t 
A'eoîilio, M<»., and ï.aailcîl 
in 3'ai]. 


KANSAS CITY, Juno 2 3 —The Journal 
today announces the arrest at Neosho, 
Mo , l;y Deputy United States Marshal 
Pearman, of a ewindler who had eluded 
the agents of the treaj ury department 
for three years. The chief 
operator, 
who is known as J. R- Bell, alias James 
F. Swartz, is in jail at Springfield. 
Along with him are M.. A. Maginnes 
and Thomas Bobbins, heretofore re- 
spected citizana of Neosho, who are said 
to have become his dup es. Bell claimed 
to be a secret agent of President Cieve 
land's administration and carried an 
alleged commiesion bearing the signa- 
ture of W. Q. Gresham, secretary of 
state, and dated August 13, 1894, The 
pretended miesion of the swindler was 
to distribute campaisn iunds for the 
national administratiionaBd he claimed 
to be able to give out to favored ones 
greenbacks that had been presented to 
the government for redemption and 
cancelled. He claimed that instead of 
destroying these bills the administra- 
tion stored them in the treasury vaults 
to be distributed by him for campaign 
purposes.

each oî his dupes 
the 
swindler 
exacted 
an 
in- 
itiation fee of $250, a n d h e represented 
to 
them 
that 
the 
number 
of 
citizens admitted to the brotherhood 
was so regulated that each member 
would be given $4,000 annually to dis- 
tribute. 
Notwithstanding 
that the 
scheme was fraudulent, the authorities 
have evidence that the swindle has 
been extensively worked in Texas, 
Kansas, central Missouri and Tennes- 
see. 
The swindler was greatly assisted 
in convincing his dupes by an accom- 
plice in Wsshington 
from whom he 
received a daily mail including treasury 
reports and other statements that were 
apparently sent to him in a franked 
envelope. 
These were exhibited as an 
evidence of his authority.

Swratz, claims to be a Californian.

was laid off pending trial.

INDIANAPOMS, June 23.—The muni- 
cipal authorities yesterday condemned 
the system of filtration used by the 
waterworks company, and peremptorily 
ordered the immediate construction of 
a system of modern filtration. The 
authorities declined in advance to in- 
dorse any system which permitted a 
greater rate of filtration than two and 
one-half million gallons of water per 
acre every twenty-four hous, and which 
would not permit easy access to the 
filter bed for cleansing purposes. The

CANTON, O., June 2 3 —It was 8 o'clock 
this morning when Governor McKinley 
made his appeavaaceon the front porch 
at his home. 
Shortly afterwards he 
retired to his library end began open 
ing a few of the thousands of letters in 
his morning mail. 
Among them was 
aa autograph letter from Senator Quay, 
who said he did not try to push his 
congratulations info the first great fliw 
that came, but confcined: "I do con 
gratulate you on the splendid vote of 
confidence you received in the conven- 
tion. which represents absolutely the 
best thought of the republican party of 
the nation." 


The first callers today were typical of 
an innovation in attentions to presi- 
dential candidates. 
Just as Governor 
McKinley received notice from a friend 
that a New York wheelman, Charles 
Marni, of 33 West Twenty-fourth street, 
had started from the city hall of the 
metropolis for Canton to greet the re- 
publican nominee, there stepped up to 
the porch three bicycie tourists, Wil- 
liam Sturgion, of Ann Arbor. Mich.; 
Lile Harris, of Wheeling, W. Va., and 
C. E. Mason, of Randolph, 
Ohio. 
While the question of the location of 
national headquarters has been under 
discussion and Cleveland has made a 
strong effort to secure them from the 
Forest City, the impression does not 
exist here that the/ custom of years past 
will be changed and it i | believed that 
the republican national campaign will 
be directed by Chairman Hanna from 
New York, as usual. 


Great preparations are being made 
for the big meeting next Saturday 
night. 
Canton citizens have been fo 
delighted with the convention work of 
Senator 
Foraker 
and Congressman 
Grosvenor that efibrts will be made to 
secure their presence.

There was also evidence showing be- 
fore the break a decrease at night of 
the volume of the refuse, although the 
discharge at night was the same as 
during the day, and that on the night 
of the break something like an explod- 
ing ¡bomb was heard when the break 
occurred.

PEORIA, 111. June 23 —The Illinois 
democratic state convention assembled 
this a''ternoon for what promises to be 
a notable session. 
Temporary Chair- 
man Alexander M. Bell, on taking the 
chair, spoke as follows: 


Mr. Bell said in part: "If there was 
a time in the history of any political 
party when eveiy step should be taken 
with prudence, but. without fear, the 
time is now at hand. 
Great issues are 
before the people. 
Momentous inter- 
ests are at stake. 
Four years ago we 
nominated a man for the presidency 
from New York in spite of the protests 
of the delegation from that state. May 
God forgive us for it. At that election 
we carried almost every state. Our 
hopes were then bright. 
But alas! our 
presidei^t, forgetting the tariflF issue on 
which we had so grandly won, brought 
confusion in his party by striking down 
with traitorous hand the only apology 
that still remained for the coinage of 
silver. 
As a ireeult the democracy of 
Illinois today has no representative in 
congress. 
The rank and file of the 
democratic party has always been for 
the coinage of gold and silver at the old 
ratio. 
But the declaration of the party 
has heretofore been couched in equivo- 
cal terms. 
We are told by some of our 
friends that for harmony's sake we 
must conciliate—we must 
straddle. 
There will be no straddling this cam- 
paign. We must be 16 to 1 men or 
gold men. 
The duty to act fearlessly is 
upon us. It is the people against the 
plutocrat. I have confidence to bel leve 
that the cau^e of the people will tri- 
umph. If we fail now let us register a 
vow in Heaven not to cease until the 
wrongs of the people are redressed." 


The temporary chairman was fre- 
queotly 
interrupted 
by 
applause. 
When he said that four years ago, the 
demociatic party of the state supported 
a riian from New York and may God 
forgive them for it, there was an out- 
burst 
of 
applause 
lasting 
several 
minutes. A moment later, he paid a 
compliment to Governor Altgeld and 
the whole af^scmblage aroae and shouted 
and Ecreamed and threw up hats and 
handkerchiefs. 


It was given out by one of the free 
silver leaders shortly before the con- 
vention was called to order that the 
platform ^wouM first declare fqr the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver at 
the ratio of 16 to 1. 
The other plants 
would be for a re''orm in the taxation 
and revenue laws of the state, € t will 
declare that it recognizes the fsct that 
as the government has no other means 
of payirg the expenses thati by a pro- 
tective tariflP the present tariff laws 
should not be disturbed. 


There was but one contest and that 
was from the Eleventh congressional 
district 
It was moved and adopted 
that all the delegates be seated save 
where there was a contest. 
A motion 
was made that the convention take a 
recess to 3 o'clock that the committee 
might prepare their reports. 
An up. 
roar followed and the motion prevailed. 


ALTGELD WILL ACCEPT. 


PtOKiA, 111., June 23 —'Governor 
Altgeld Will be nominated, and he will 
accept the nomination," was the an 
nouncement by Judge Samuel P. Mc- 
Gonnell, of Chicago, this morning. He 
had just had a long talk with the gov- 
ernor, but the exact nature of it ne re- 
fused to make public 
"I can asbure 
you that what I say is true," he went 
on; "in fact, I speak with authority." 
The governor, however, would neither 
'confirm or deny what Judge McConnell 
had said. "I do not wish to commit 
mysel',"' was all he would say. 


In 
explaining his announcement 
Judge McConnel said the governor had 
intended to retire from politics as he 
had often publicly declared. "He a n '

Suburban Day Races the Attrac- 
tion. 


Only Seven Ilorses on Kntry For the 
Bis: Race, But They Are 
Good Ones. 


NEW YORK, June 23.—This was a typ- 
ical morning for suburban 
day at 
Sheepshead bay. The trainers were 
out early with their charges to escape 
the heat, and only those of the fre- 
quenters of the tracks who watch the 
exercise gallops, who got out soon after 
sunrise, were paid for their pains. The 
suburban candidates had their gallops, 
but none were sent along at anything 
like top speed for more than a furlong, 
just to get their lungs into good condi- 
tion for the struggle of the day, which 
was to come a full twelve hours later. 
The last real work of preparation was 
done last week and each of the seven 
engaged in the classic stake of the year 
was asked the question and gave a satis- 
factory response, according to the own- 
eis 


Only seven horses were on the card 
for the big race, but every one was a 
good one. First came the top weight, 
Henry of Navarre, fully <ntitled to 
carry 129 pounds on account of his 
many victories with that and even 
more weight. 
At his exercise this 
morning he looked as fit as he ever was 
in his life. His coat shone like silk, 
his eye was bright, and every muscle 
looked like steel. He was trained to 
the hour by that pabt master of the 
art, John Hyland, who said he had 
no excuses to make for the horse 
shotíld he be beaten. 
That he had no 
foreboding of such a result was evident 
by the w&y in which he spoke, although 
he was willing to confess that Clifford 
was a great race horse and undoubtedly 
in the pink of condition. 
He thought, 
however, that there was no good reason 
why his horse should not be the 
favorite, 


Clifford, too, was in good order. He 
moved along through the stretch as if 
he knew that in a few short hours he 
would have to make the effort of his 
life to win a suburban which would be 
^ 1 1 worth winning from such horses 
as he would ibe pitted against. He 
showed no signs of age and moved 
through the stretch like a three year 
old. 
To those v^ho were accustomed to 
see high class horses in the pink of 
condition it was evident that Henry of 
Navarre would have his work cut out 
to win, especially when Fred Taral, the 
jockey who makes so few mistakes and 
ie a master hand at the finish, was to 
ride the beaten favorite for the Brook- 
lyn handicap instead ofiClayton. J. W. 
Rogers knows how to fit a horse for a 
bruising race, and Clifford has had as 
good attention as could be desired. 


Equal in weight with Clifford, 125 
pounds, was the game, gallant, Sir 
Walter, a perfect type of the compact^ 
racey-looking thoroughbred. He has 
tried for all the rich stakes for the last 
three years, but not until the reco for 
the Metropolitan handicap this spring 
was he in at a light weight. He failed 
again there, but when it came to the 
Brooklyn, a little over two weeks ago, 
he was in better fit and won, although 
his victory will always be rated as a 
fluke. 


Walter Rollins had got Sir Walter 
fit, but did not like the twelve pound 
penalty which he carried for winning 
the Brooklyn. 


As far as the others were concerned, 
they were practically friendless. Nanki- 
Pooh ran a bad race in the Brooklyn 
handicap, some pounds short of his 
best form lest year, although his train- 
er. William Donohue, did not think so 
at the time. He was better to-day, but 
generally considered to be out-classed. 


The Commoner, the western repre- 
sentative in the stake, was also judged 
to be out classed by the high weights, 
and while he was named as doubtful, 
W. M. Wallace, his owner, said he 
would go to the post if he had four 
legs and the track was dry when the 
bugle blew. 


Hornpipe looked well, but so did he 
when he last ran and was beaten, the 
only hope for him btltig a wet track.

the statiou officers thought he was only 
sleeping oif the effects of the liquor 
which he had taken. 


Shoop was booked for trial in police 
court this morning on a charge of in- 
toxication, but when the officers called 
at his cell at 7:30 o'clock he wf s iBtill 
asleep. 
Efforts were made to aroulte 
him, but without avaiL In spite of all 
the means which were emplbyed to 
awaken Shoop he remained in hia deep 
slumber. 
Dr. W. W. Barnett was 
called to see what was the matter and 
the doctor rcommended that the man 
be removed to Hope hospital, giving the 
opinion that unless Shoop was aroused 
very soon he would die. 


The slumbering man was carried to 
the hospital by four policemen. 
Dr. 
Barnett made a careful examination 
and did everything in his power to 
awaken him, but it could not be done, 
and in about an hour after being-taken 
to the hospital Shoop died without, 
ever having regained consciousnees. 


Dr. Barnett said the case bad very 
strong appearances of a case of poison- 
ing 
from 
cigarette 
smoking. 
In 
Shoop's pockets were found a number 
of whole cigarettes, several pieces and 
a quantity of the so called tobacco and 
paper 
from 
which 
cigarettes 
are 
made. 
This seemed to prove 
that 
the 
young 
man 
had 
been 
a 
strong cigarette 
smoker, 
and the 
symptoms of the case, the doctor said, 
indicated that death had resulted from 
the effects of cigarettes 
upon the 
muscles of the heart and lungs. 


The body was at once removed to 
Peltier'u morgue, where Dr. Barnett 
and several other physicians arranged 
to hold a past mortem this afternoon 
for the purpose of ascertaining the true 
cause of the death. 


Shoop was a young man, and resided 
with his mother at No. 50 Chicago 
street. 


Dr. Barnett, after making the poat- 
mortem, said that 
he was positive 
Shoop died from cigarette poisoning. 
The nerves which supply power to the 
heart and lungs were paralyzed. The 
stomach was given to City Chemist 
Drayer for analysis.

The United States is the native home» 
of the trotting horse, the country that; 
gave him to the •world and showed tho 
possibilities there are in him. 
Other 
countries care for rtmners; Americans; 
for runners, too, but more for trotters. 


How recent a development in horse- 
flesh the trotter is "we learn from a pa- 
per in Scribner's by Mr. Hamilton Bus- 
bey, editor of Turf, Field and Farm. 
He says that so late as 1818 a wager 
was mad© at a jockey club dinner that 
no horse could be produced which could 
trot a mile in three minutes. 
The -wa- 
ger was accepted, and a horse named 
Boston Blue made the race and won. 


In 1825 the New York Trotting club ' 
was organized for the special purpose of 
"improving the speed of road horses. " 
From that day the real evolution of the 
trotter began. The trotters in America 
are descended from the brave old gray 
horse .Messenger, imported from EJng- 
landiiil788. 
The blood of all trotters 
is traceable back to Arabian stock. Pac- 
ing, says Mr. Busbey, is a matter of 
conformation. A howe paces "because 
there is not sùfiaciehÉ length of body to 
permit with ease a diagonal stroke. " 


The gray m ^ e Lady Suffolk was the 
first trotter to make a mile under 2:80. 
Her best time was 2:29>^, in 1845. 
There are now 15,844 horses that trot a 
mile in less than 2:30, The record has 
been successively lowered by Flora Tem- 
ple, Dexter, GroldsmithlMaid, Rams, St. 
Julien, Jay Eye See, Maud S, Sunol and 
Nancy Hanks, till last of all little Alix, 
at Galesburg, Ills., 
Sept. 19, 1894,

divorce. After that she returned to New- 
York, feeling better satisfied. By and 
by she met her second afllnity. She and 
the second a t o i t y both returned " to 
North Dakota and were married in fine 
style. 
Then they went to New York 
again. 
The reason they had to journey 
to Dakota was that New York state does 
not recognize such a divorce as North 
Dakota state recognizes, and a mar- 
riage in New York between the two 
would not have been legaL 
Having 
taken place in Dakota, however, the 
marriage would be legally recognized 
in New" York. 


In course of time it fell out that the 
man who had been left, the first hus- 
band, -wanted to marry again. 
By the 
law of New York he was still fast tied 
to the wife who had freed herself and 
wedded another man in North Dakota; 
He therefore was obliged to apply for 
a divorce in New York, his home. Since 
violation of the marriage vow is the only 
cause for which divorce is allowed in 
New Vork, the man got his freedom on 
the ground that his wife was guilty of 
bigamy. At last accounts all parties 
were happy. 


HE IS A NEW LIGHT. 


S T E P H E N 
C R A N E IN T H E A R E N A 
O F . L I T E R A T U R E . 


Next to liquor laws the hardest enact- 
ment to enforce ever passed in this coun- 
try is probably the interstate commerce 
law. All the ways of evading it to which 
power, money and unscrupulous legiil 
talent could resort were employed. For 
a long time tb.e roads were successful in 
their efforts and the law against freight 
discriminations was practically a dead 
letter. 
The roads continued in spite of 
law, the interstate commission and pub- 
lic sentiment to make freight shippers 
pay more for short hauls than they did 
for long hauls. 
There was such rivalry 
between competing roads that freight 
rates from one terminal point to another 
were put ruinously low. To get even, the 
rates between cities along the respective 
routes were placed by each competing 
road so high as to make the carriage 
cost in many cases more than the goods 
were worth. This was done by the main 
roads of the country. The officials could 
not be caught and pTinished because of 
the law excusing persons from giving 
testimony against themselves. This has, 
however, at length been overcome by 
a special law of congress declaring 
that even if railroad officials shall in- 
criminate themselves in thoir testimony 
before the courts in interstate commerce 
eases they shall not be prosecutcd. The 
decision of the supreme court on tliis 
point now compels officials to give testi- 
mony or be imprisoned for contempt. 
Maybe in the course of the next quarter 
of a century it will bo possible to get the 
interstate commerce law obeyed.

"The lied

NEW lig'ht has be- 
gun to shine in lit- 
erature and it flares 
up so powerfully, as 
to indicate that it 
may perhaps illu- 
minate the future 
as a beacon of this 
liferary epoch. Au- 
thoritative . critics 
have predicted as 
much as this for 
the work of Stephen Crane, a young 
writer living in New York City, whose 
first adequately published novel, "The 
Red Badge of Courage," recently took 
the London literary world by storm^ 
and Is receiving more tardy but no less 
emphatic recognition in this country. 
Genius is a rather -vague and a very 
much abused work, but it can he appro- 
priately applied to Mr. Crane's work 
although he person'ally objects to the 
term, writes J. H. Welch in Leslie 
Weekly. He says that his success 
aside from a literary apprenticeship of 
eight years in the field of newspaper 
writing, has been the result simply of 
intense application and mental concen 
tration. But whatever his own expla 
nation of his power may be, it is cer- 
tainly a most unusual iwwer, which 
carries bath the average, indiscriminat- 
ing reader and the keen critic along ir- 
resistibly. Indeed, the critic is apt to 
forget his vocation when "The Red 
Badge of Courage" is opened. His critl 
cism is swept away by 'ohe rage of bat- 
tle, the scr^ming of shells, the hoarse 
shouts of men, the tumult and excite- 
ment. 


The young author is but twenty-four 
years old, and began to write for pub 
licatlon at the age of sixteen. He was 
born in Newark, New Jersey, of a fam 
ily whose male members on both his 
mother's and his father's side were 
chiefly Methodist clergymen. His ma- 
ternal grandfather was Biahop Peck 
an,d his father was an eloquent and 
successful preacher. 


These! howeVer, are not the most in 
terestlng thin'gs about the author of 
"'The Red Badge of Courage." 
Little 
has been said of the personality that 
can produce such a work. 
Physically 
Stephen Crane is a. slender young man 
of a little above medium height, with 
finely chiseled , but rather delicate feat- 
ures and a large head covered with a 
luxuriant growth of light hair, which 
falls in careless disorder over a high 
forehead. The blue eyes which look 
out from beneath have a suggestion of 
weariness and even of sadness in them 
when the brain behind is passive, but 
when It is alert and active, as in inter- 
.^trng conversation, they light up and 
..flash with sparkling animation. His 
eyes are a good index of Ws tempera 
ment.

"I oan't do any sort of -work that 
don't like or don't feel like doing," he 
Bald the'other day, "and I've given up 
trying to do it! When I was at school 
few of my studies interested me, and 
as a result I was a bad scholar.

used to say at Syracuse University, 
where, by the way, I didn't finish the 
course, that I was cut out to be 
professional base-ball player.

rank of captain. In 1S64 he returned to 
the university to have conferred upon 
him the degree of master of arts, and 
two years later he was preaching to a 
Methodist charge at Middleport, Ohio.

Wearer Can Remnln 
Half an Hour In 
Denso Smoke. 


Mrs. John H. Miller of this city has 
invented a wonderful fireman's cap, 
says the Syracuse Standard. Mr. Mil- 
ler put on tlfe cap and entered a smoke- 
house so densely filled with smoke that 
It was impossible to go near the door 
without protection and he remained 
thirty-five minutes with no possible 
chance of getting air from the outside. 
A fireman connected with No. 1 com- 
pany entered the smokehouse without 
the contrivance and remained eight sec- 
onds before coming Into the fresh air, 
half suffocated and gasping for breath. 
It was then that Mr. Miller tried the in- 
vention and It worked like a charm. 


The cap Is made of fine strips of as- 
bestos conformed to the shape of the 
head. 
It is held fast In place by a rub- 
ber band, making It air-tight. Its 
weight is only sixteen ounces and It Is 
so constructed as to enable a person 
to carry It on the arm without incon- 
venience. There Is a strip of mica be- 
fore the eyes, so no Inconvenience is 
suffered In this respect. A silk sponge, 
through which no smoke can enter, but 
which permits the Ingress of air in 
plentiful quantities, fills an aperture 
for the mouth, and when properly ad- 
justed the cap Is so simple that its effi- 
cacy is apparent at a glance. 


When it is understood that firemen 
are unable to remain in a smoking 
building longer than three or four min- 
utes at a time an Invention of this char- 
acter, which enables a man to grope 
about In a stifling atmosphere for an 
hour, certainly'reduces chances of los- 
ing life through suffocation to a mini- 
mum.

The Baltimore and Ohio railroad filed 
a bill in the United States court at 
Chicago yesterday for an order on the 
trustees and the holders of the bonds 
issued against the road in Cook county 
to elect a new board of trustees. In 
1877 the road mortgaged its Illinois 
property, consisting of the roadway 
irom the state line to the junction with 
the Illinois Central, to secure an issue 
of 1200,000 of bonds to an English com- 
pany. Eggesto Fabbri, of New York ; 
Robert Garrett and Wm. F. Burns, of 
Baltimore, were named as trustees. The 
former is dead, and the bill filed today 
declares that the latter two are physic- 
ally infirm and unable to discharge 
their duties. The summons is directed 
against the remaining two trustees and 
J. Pierepont Morgan, the American 
representative of an English syndicate. 
The neceiSsity for new trustees is found 
in the proposed reorganiz«tioD of the 
road.

Joseph Carr, of Perry county, who 
killed Perry Bryant at Derby, in Au- 
gust, 1892, stood trial the past week at 
Rockport, in Spencer county, and was 
sentenced to five years' imprisonment.
